(5) For the purpose of this By-law 
the terms Horses, Cattle, Sheep, 
Goats, Swine, shall inciude the sin- 
gularas well as the plural and the 
term Horses shall include Mules and 
Donkeys, and the term Cattle shall 
inelude all Horned Cattle or Cuattle 
that have been dehorned or are natur- 
ally without horns ; 

© (5) Any Animal found trespassing 
upon any land or premises enclosed ly 
a lawtul fence shall be liable to be im- 
pounded hy the owner or occupant of 
such land or his servant, or other per- 
son and such Animal may be so'd 
under the provisions of the By-law 
respecting Pourds and Pound-keepers 
unless the damage caused by such 
Animal so trespassing and the expen- 
ses of impounding same and the lawful 
fees be paid sooner. i 

(6) Nothing in this By-law shall 
prevent any person from recovering 
compensation in any Court of compet- 
ent jurisdiction from any person owning 
or having the custody of any Animal 
throu which such damage has been 
cau 

(7) Any Animal found at large 
contrary to the provisions of this 
By-law shall be liable to he impounded 
and sold according to the provisions

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
tminion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 
| Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteader may live 
lwithin nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acre’, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 
} In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
}section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
} quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
neres extra ciitivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, serubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and = cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties - Must reside six months 
lin each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erecta house worth $300,
